FRIENDS and rela¬ 
tives of a Portheawl 
councillor were dis¬ 
tressed last week to 
receive e-mails 
from her saying she 
was “stranded” 
with no money in 
Kuala Lumpur! 

The e-mails arrived at 
about lam last Thursday, 
while Coun Rosemary 
Deere was in fact safely 
tucked up in bed at her 
Portheawl home, bliss¬ 
fully unaware of the 
drama that was unfold¬ 
ing. 

It was only when 
Rosemary and her broth¬ 
er David started receiv¬ 
ing phone calls from 
family and friends, that 
they became aware of 


what was going on. An 
investigation has 

revealed that Coun 
Deere’s computer was 
hacked into and her e- 
mail contact list was 
stolen. 

E-mails were then 
sent to everybody on the 
list, claiming to be from 
Coun Deere and stating 
that she had had her 
credit cards stolen and 
was stranded in 
Malaysia. 

The e-mails asked for 
£2,000 to be wired to her 
immediately so that she 
could get home! 

“It was a scam. I may 
inadvertently have given 
the fraudsters my 
details, because I 
responded to a message I 
thought was from 
Yahoo, but which I 


understand now was a 
fake message. Yahoo 
knew nothing about it,” 
Coun Deere told The 
GEM this week. 

By responding to the 
message, she enabled 
the hackers to access her 
computer and take out 
the information they 
needed for the scam. 

“Thankfully, I do not 
do internet banking, so 
there was nothing on 
there that could be used 
to access my bank 
details,” she said. 

“But nevertheless, it’s 
very worrying to think 
that somebody has been 
able to get into my com¬ 
puter and get at all the e- 
mails and other informa¬ 
tion on it.

Fears over cuts in bed 
numbers at Princess 
of Wales Hospital wards 


FEARS are mounting that 
more beds are to be axed at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend - as the Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg Local Health 
Board grapples with the £3m 
budget deficit on which it 
ended the financial year in 
April. 

Staff at the hospital understand that 
10 medical beds are to go - plus a fur¬ 
ther six beds on Ward 11 at weekends. 

This ward deals with gynaecology 
patients, but The GEM has been told 
that it is used at weekends for patients 
admitted via Accident and Emergency, 
until beds can be found for them in 
other wards. 

These closures would mean a 
reduction of 16 beds at weekends to 
deal with admissions, despite the fact 
that bed managers are often desperate¬ 
ly trying to find beds to deal with the 
demand. 

Any bed losses at Bridgend would 
be on top of the reduction of 200 beds 
in the area which has taken place since 
1985. 

Research has revealed that when the 
Princess of Wales hospital first 
opened, there were more than 700 
beds locally in a variety of small hos¬ 
pitals, including Cefn Hirgoed, 


Blackmill, Merthyr Mawr Road, 
Llynfi, Maesteg, Maesgwyn and in the 
old Bridgend General Hospital. 

Many of these hospitals have since 
closed and overall bed numbers now 
stand at 500-plus - 200 less than 25 
years ago, despite an ageing popula¬ 
tion and new people moving into the 
area to houses built at Broadlands and 
elsewhere. 

A spokesman for the board con¬ 
firmed that a review was under way, 
looking at processes, procedures and 
the way in which beds are used. This is 
aimed at improving the efficiency and 
effectiveness of services. 

The board has refused to comment 
on specific details and did not confirm 
or deny The GEM’s question about the 
Princess of Wales Hospital. 

The statement said that it would be 
“sharing its thinking, as ideas take 
shape, with the public once they have 
been talked through with staff’. 

The statement added that the trust is 
developing the Stroke unit at the hos¬ 
pital to increase the space available for 
rehabilitation, and this was currently 
being looked at. 

The board did not answer the ques¬ 
tion put by The GEM, asking how 
many beds had been axed at the hospi¬ 
tal in the past two years. 


at BCBC about this, in 
case council material 
was accessed.” 

Coun Deere, who has 
just completed her year 
as mayor of Portheawl, 
has been contacted by 
lots of people who have 
received the e-mail. 

“We have had phone 
calls from relatives all 
over the country and 
others in Norway and 
also from friends who 
thought I was stuck out 
there,” she reported. 

“We even had phone 
calls from Conservative 
Central Office in 
Cardiff, the Carlton 
Club in London, and a 
former high sheriff, who 
also received these e- 
mails. 

“David and I have 
been constantly on the 
phone reassuring people 
that I am okay.” 

Police have been 
informed of the scam 
and have been in contact 
with their counterparts 
in Malaysia, as people 
were asked to send the 
money to a hotel in 
Kuala Lumpur, where 
Miss Deere was suppos¬ 
edly staying. 

The hackers may have 
a contact at the hotel 
who would have 
received any money on 
their behalf. 

“As far as we know, 
nobody actually fell for 
it and people immediate¬ 
ly rang us in Portheawl 
to find out what was 
happening,” added 
David Deere. 

“We want to warn 
other people about 
responding to e-mails 
without first making 
sure they are genuine. If 
you do, it gives them a 
back door into your 
computer.” 

Coun Rosemary 
Deere represents the 
Portheawl West Central 
ward on the council and 
is a Conservative mem¬ 
ber. She also sits on 
Portheawl Town 

Council, where David is 
a member and council 
leader. 


Portheawl woman set to

A PORTHCAWL 
woman who had a 
terrifying brush 
with cancer at just 
18 years of age, has 
been picked to be a 
“shining symbol” of 
the fight against the 
disease. 

As part of the run-up 
to a massive fundraising 
day later this year, 
Louise Day was set to 
watch as her image was 
beamed onto Cardiff 
City Hall last night - at 
least 50 ft tall! 

Louise, who is 34, 
launched the countdown 
to Cancer Research 
UK’s first night-time 
walking marathon in 
Wales, called ‘Shine’. 

Her picture was being 
projected onto the side 
of the civic building 
when darkness fell (after 
The GEM went to 
press). 

The ‘Shine’ event is 
open to all men and 
women aged over 13 and 


entrants can choose to 
walk either a 26 or 13- 
mile route. It is hoped 
that 5,000 men and 
women will sign-up to 
raise more than £lm to 


fund research into the 
disease. Taking place on 
Saturday September 25, 
Shine will see the city of 
Cardiff illuminated as 
people take to the streets 


in an “inspirational pro¬ 
cession of light”, setting 
off from Cardiff 
International Arena past 
the Millennium 

Stadium, Llandaff 
Cathedral, Cardiff 
Castle and through 
Cardiff Bay - all which 
will be spectacularly lit 
up. 

Louise’s picture will 
be beamed onto City 
Hall in Cathays Park, 
along with the images of 
11 other ‘shining lights’ 
from across Wales - 
men, women and chil¬ 
dren whose lives have 
been touched by differ¬ 
ent cancers. 

Louise was diagnosed 
with skin cancer when 
she was aged 18, after a 
small wart-like spot 
appeared on her calf. 

Her parents persuad¬ 
ed her to see her GP and 
she did eventually book 
an appointment to have 
it checked out

A MAN who has 
devoted most of his 
life to helping young 
people has just been 
installed as Mayor 
of Maesteg. 

Coun Phil John of 
Victoria Street, Caerau, 
received the chain of 
office from outgoing 
mayor Steve Smith, also 
of Caerau. 

The new deputy 
mayor is Coun Gareth 
Howells of Nantyffyllon. 

Coun Smith told the 
annual meeting of 
Maesteg Town Council 
that he had enjoyed an 
exciting and humbling 
year as mayor. 

He said: “It was excit¬ 
ing because of the proj¬ 
ects that have been tak¬ 
ing place and humbling 
because of the wonderful 
welcome I have received 
wherever I have gone in 
the valley - whether it be 
to a function or to the 
home of golden and dia¬ 
mond wedding couples. 
Everyone has been fan¬ 
tastic.” 

He thanked his mother 
Delia for her support as 
his consort for the year. 
He also thanked town 
clerk Joan Fielding and 
deputy town clerk 
Margaret Buckley for all 
their hard work and sup¬ 
port. 

Coun John said he was 
honoured and privileged 
to be made mayor of 
Maesteg. 

He presented Coun 
Smith with a plaque of 
the council’s coat of arms 
to mark his year as 
mayor. Flowers were pre¬ 
sented to Mrs Smith. 

She then invested 
Jennifer Terry, Coun 


John’s partner, as the 
mayoress. 

Coun John said that he 
would dedicate his year 
to the memory of his dear 
daughter Elizabeth, who 
died at the age of 18 from 
a virus and liver compli¬ 
cations. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Coun John said 
that he was brought up in 
Maesteg Parc and attend¬ 
ed Llwynderw 

Secondary Modern 
school. 

He was a keen basket¬ 
ball player, coached by 
Brian Sparkes, and was 
selected to play for 
Wales, winning 57 caps 
from the age of 28 
onwards. 

He was also a keen 
rugby player, playing as a 
lock for Nantyffyllon and 
Maesteg RFC. 

Mr John went into 
industry after leaving 
school, working for 
Tuscan Engineering in 
Bridgend, first as an 
apprentice fitter and turn¬ 


er and later becoming a 
tool maker. 

However, he got 
involved with youth 
work in his spare time 
after being asked to 
coach basketball at 
Caerau Youth Centre. At 
that time, Alan Davies 
was in charge. 

Mr John remained as a 
part time volunteer with 
the youth service but 
built up experience and 
qualifications until he 
reached a point where he 
became a senior youth 
worker and ran Caerau 
Centre after Mr Davies 
retired. 

He said: “My mentor 
was Jill Evans, who 
taught me everything I 
know about working 
with young people. Jill 
and her husband Gwyn 
went on to keep the post 
office in Llangynwyd 
until they retired. She 
was my inspiration.” 

Mr John remained in 
his full time job at 
Tuscan for 22 years but 


he then applied for a post 
as a curriculum develop¬ 
ment worker with the 
Mid Glamorgan Youth 
Service and got the job. 

“My patch was the 
whole county, and I used 
to visit all the youth cen¬ 
tres,” he recalled. 

When Mid Glamorgan 
was swept away, he 
transferred to BCBC 
where he was involved 
with all the activities at 
youth centres including 
music and drama. He 
progressed from being 
curriculum development 
worker to second in com¬ 
mand of the youth serv¬ 
ice in Bridgend. 

In the meantime, he 
had a health scare in 
1996 when he was diag¬ 
nosed with a brain 
tumour, which was 
removed and he said he 
had been fine ever since.

Bridgend CID’s challenge: 
three peaks in 24 hours 


POLICE officers 
and staff from 
Bridgend CID will 
be taking on the 
challenge of con¬ 
quering the three 
highest mountains 
in Wales, England 
and Scotland within 
24 hours to raise 
funds for Welsh 
cancer charity 
Tenovus. 

A team of 16 officers 
and staff, supported by 
four drivers, will set off 
from the foot of Ben 
Nevis in the early hours 
of Friday, June 11 to 


tackle Britain’s highest 
peak at 4,093 feet above 
sea level. 

As soon as they com¬ 
plete the first leg of their 
marathon challenge, they 
will be heading south out 
of the Scottish highlands 
on a six hour drive to the 
Lake District and the 
daunting climb up the 
2,980 feet Scafell Pike - 
the highest peak in 
England. 

After coming off the 
mountain, as darkness 
has fallen, they will then 
continue south to 
Snowdon for the final leg 
of their challenge, the 
early morning ascent of 
the 3,307 feet high peak 


where they hope to suc¬ 
cessfully complete their 
challenge within their 24 
hour goal. 

Detective Inspector 
Jason Redrup of 
Bridgend CID said: “We 
have been training for 
this challenge for several 
months, covering many 
miles within the Brecon 
Beacons. 

“We have set our¬ 
selves a target of raising 
at least £4,000 and are 
confident that we will 
exceed this. 

“We are not underesti¬ 
mating the difficult task 
ahead of us, but with 
careful planning and a 
good support team we 


are sure we can do it.” 

The Tenovus 3 Peaks 
Challenge was launched 
in 2003 and has gained 
momentum to become a 
key event in the Tenovus 
fundraising calendar. 

To date, more than 
half a million pounds has 
been raised for Tenovus 
through the challenge 
and more than 1,650 peo¬ 
ple have been involved 
as part of a walking team 
or support crew, not to 
mention the number of 
people and companies 
who have sponsored 
these teams and followed 
their progress. 


Diners 
urged to 
tap into 
water 
scheme 

CUSTOMERS at 
two Porthcawl cafes 
who ask for tap 
water with their 
meals are being 
encouraged to 
make a donation to 
a charity that helps 
provide clean 
drinking water to 
people in the third 
world. 

The Pier cafe and the 
Grand Pavilion are the 
first businesses in south 
Wales to join the Water 
Aid campaign. 

The scheme is a sim¬ 
ple way for restaurants, 
cafes and bars to raise 
funds to bring clean, 
safe water to the 884 
million people without it 
world-wide. 

When customers ask 
for glass or jug of tap 
water with a meal, they 
are invited to make a 
voluntary donation of an 
amount of their own 
choice towards Water 
Aid’s water, sanitation 
and hygiene education 
projects in the develop¬ 
ing world. 

The scheme was pio¬ 
neered at a London 
restaurant where cus¬ 
tomers give 15p for tap 
water. They have raised 
£12,000 so far. 

Cate Warlow, a sup¬ 
porter of Water Aid, who 
lives in Porthcawl with 
her husband and three 
children, took the initia¬ 
tive locally and 
approached hotels, cafes 
and bars to invite them 
to sign up. 

“I felt that Porthcawl, 
as a caring community, a 
fairtrade town and the 
home of Sustainable 
Wales, would welcome 
this scheme. I always 
ask for a jug of water 
when I eat out with my 
family and we would 
gladly make a donation 
to water Aid each time. 

“This is a brilliantly 
simple but effective way 
of raising funds. Even 
small donations when 
added together will 
make a huge difference 
to the lives of people liv¬ 
ing without clean water.” 

Cate initially 
approached the Pier Cafe 
where owners Esther and 
Andrea support a wealth 
of charity events and she 
was thrilled when the 
Grand Pavilion also 
agreed to support the 
campaign. 

Since then, Scolari’s, 
also on The Esplanade, 
have signed up and Cate 
hopes that other 
Porthcawl businesses 
will join. 

“People in Porthcawl 
should feel proud that it 
is leading the way in 
south Wales,” she added.

JURY FAILS TO 
AGREE IN TOWN 
ASSAULT CASE 


AFTER retiring for 
more than three 
hours, a jury at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court failed to agree 
in a case in which a 
professional rugby 
league player was 
accused of attacking 
a man in Bridgend, 
causing him to suf¬ 
fer a lip injury 
which needed 22 
stitches. 

Curtis Cunningham, 
23, of Cardiff, had 
pleaded not guilty to 
wounding James 

Trevelyan. 

The jury was dis¬ 
charged, he was 
released on bail, and 
will be retried in 
August. 

Prosecutor Hwyel 
Hughes said that about 
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3 am on August 24, Mr 
Trevelyan left a club in 
the centre of Bridgend. 
He noticed two men, 
including Cunningham, 
wearing”distinctive out¬ 
fits” including a skull 
cap and goggles, and 
they appeared to be hav¬ 
ing problems with girls, 
involving some hostili¬ 
ty- 

Mr Trevelyan went 
up to Cunningham and 
confronted him about 
the way he was treating 
the girls. 

Cunningham said: 
“What are you going to 
do about it.” 

It is alleged that he 
threw a single blow 
which felled Mr 
Trevelyan to the 


ground. 

“His lip was hanging 
off.” he said. 

He was taken to the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, but was later 
transferred to the plastic 
surgery section at 
Morriston Hospital.. 

When arrested, 
Cunningham said he 
acted in self defence. 

He said the girls 
involved were “going 
crazy”. 

He said he believed 
Mr Trevelyan was going 
to strike him and as a 
result, he struck him. 

The incident was 
captured on CCTV. 

Mr Trevelyan said he 
had had seven or eight 
pints to drink, but was 
not drunk. 

He said he became 
involved to calm mat¬ 
ters down. 


Crime has dropped 
‘in all categories’ 

- BRIDGEND POLICE REPORT 


POLICE in 

Bridgend say they 
have had a very suc¬ 
cessful 12 months 
which has seen 
“reductions in 
crime levels across 
almost all recorded 
categories”. 

They say that as a 
result of strong collabo¬ 
rative work with 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council and 
other members of Safer 
Bridgend, there has been 
an overall reduction in 
crime of 26 per cent 
from November to April 
2009-10, compared 
with the same period 12 
months earlier. 

Overnight crimes, 
from 10pm-6am, have 
seen an overall reduc¬ 
tion of 22 per cent. 

Recent results show 
falls in criminal damage 
of six per cent, violent 
crime of 21.5 per cent, 
and a 22 per cent fall in 
public order offences. 

Drug-related inci¬ 
dents have increased 
from just one incident 
being recorded in 2008- 
09 to 12 recorded inci¬ 
dents in 2009-10, which 
is down to increased lev¬ 
els of policing, search¬ 
ing premises and detain¬ 
ing offenders. 

Superintendent Steve 
Furnham of Bridgend 
police said: “There have 
been some significant 
reductions in crime lev¬ 
els in Bridgend town 
centre and this has been 
down to all the hard 
work of the police and 
community safety teams 
over the past months, 
with continuing work 
being carried out in the 
town centre, with 
increased patrols and 
improved relations with 
licensees. 

“Joint police opera¬ 
tions such as Apache 
and Raven have also had 


a big impact and more 
work is required to 
reduce the levels fur¬ 
ther.” 

He pointed out: 
“However, public per¬ 
ception needs to be tack¬ 
led as Bridgend Town 
Centre has not got a 
good reputation. A 
recent public survey in 
the town centre suggests 
that even though crime 


levels are falling, the 
public have a negative 
image of the area. 

“We need to change 
this perception by letting 
people know about all 
the good work we have 
been doing for the pub¬ 
lic to see that Bridgend 
town centre is changing 
for the better and it is a 
safe place to visit.”

Louise, who now 
works in publishing as 
an art editor, explained: 
“At the appointment I 
was told it wasn’t much 
to worry about, but that 
I could have it removed. 

“Partly out of vanity, 

I wanted to go ahead 
with it, and so I had the 
growth removed at the 
GP surgery. 

“I had the shock of 
my life, when my doc¬ 
tor showed up at my 
house two weeks later 
with my notes in his 
hands. 

“I was told I had 
malignant melanoma, 
the most serious form of 
skin cancer, and he used 
my phone to call the 
hospital so I could have 
emergency surgery. 

“At the age of 18,1 
had no idea what malig¬ 
nant melanoma was. I 
wasn’t really an adult 
and it wasn’t something 
I could talk about easily 
with anyone, as no one 
else knew what it was 
either.” 

Louise added: “After 
the operation at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend to 
remove a larger area, I 
had to wait a couple of 
weeks to find out that 
everything had been 
removed and that it had¬ 


n’t spread. 

“Being diagnosed 
with cancer as a teenag¬ 
er was such a shock, 
you have different wor¬ 
ries to your friends and 
you can feel so alone. 

“It was a life chang¬ 
ing experience.” 

She added: “I was 
certainly not a sun-wor¬ 
shipper, but I had used a 
sun bed once, and wish 
I hadn’t. 

“The important thing 
is that anyone who is 
worried about a change 
in their body should go 
and get it checked out; 
it’s incredibly important 
that we act upon these 
changes.”

Pubs offer convenient 
answer for those 
who are caught short 


SPENDING a 
penny in Porthcawl 
should be easier 
from now on - 
thanks to a pioneer¬ 
ing scheme to pay 
pub landlords and 
cafe owners to open 
up their toilets for 
public use. 

The Comfort Scheme 
has been rolled out 
across Bridgend county 
borough and has been co¬ 
ordinated by BCBC. 

The aim is to provide 
clean, safe and accessible 
public toilets in conven¬ 
ient locations for both 
residents and visitors to 
the borough. 

Local businesses are 
paid a small annual fee to 
open their toilets up to 
the public. The fee 
depends on the facilities 
they offer. 

Members of the public 
can then use the toilets 
for free during opening 
hours without any need 
to make a purchase. 
Some premises offer dis¬ 
abled toilets and baby 
changing facilities. 

Porthcawl has the 
highest number of partic¬ 
ipating businesses - all 
pubs and hotels - which 
will be a boon for visi¬ 


tors. 

Those taking part are 
the Jolly Sailor and 
Ancient Briton in 
Newton; Harbour Lights 
at the Hi Tide and the 
amusement arcade also at 
the HI Tide; The New 
Brogden in New Road; 
the Pier Hotel on the 
Esplanade; The Atlantic 
Hotel and the Lairways 
Hotel further along the 
front at West Drive and 
the Larmers Arms in 
Nottage. 

The Prince of Wales at 
Ton Kenfig, near Kenfig 
Pool, is also participat¬ 
ing, as is the Angel Inn in 
nearby Mawdlam. 

Bridgend pubs have 
been slower off the mark, 
with just two signed up - 
the Three Horseshoes in 
Queen Street and the 
Riverside Tavern, for¬ 
merly the Jolly Brewer in 
Brewery Lane. 

Only two pubs in the 
valleys have joined - The 
Oddfellows in Betws and 
the Braich y Cymer in 
Pontyrhyl. 

The need for more 
public toilets has been 
causing concern to com¬ 
munity and town coun¬ 
cils throughout the area: 
Maesteg Town Council 
has recently paid for a 
new ‘Tardis’ type toilet 


unit to be placed in the 
town’s main car park, 
and Porthcawl Town 
Council has also been 
investigating. 

Members have 

received a complaint 
from a Porthcawl resi¬ 
dent who was refused 
permission to use toilets, 
at the Grand Pavilion. 

Judith McCarthy, of 
Westbourne Place, wrote 
to complain that one 
evening, she entered the 
foyer of the Pavilion to 
ask if she could use the 
toilets, but was refused 
and told to go to a nearby 
hotel. 

She was told that the 
Pavilion had been hired 
that night, but asked 
whether patrons of the 
eafe bar at the pavilion 
would also be expected 
to use toilets at The 
Seabank. 

Councillors were told 
that there were issues of 
security, health and safe¬ 
ty if non-patrons of the 
Pavilion were allowed to 
use the toilets. 

The letter of complaint 
has been passed onto the 
management of the 
Grand Pavilion for their 
comments.

Lifeguards pluck 
children from the 
sea in dramatic 
Porthcawl rescue 


LIFEGUARDS in 
Porthcawl have 
carried out a dar¬ 
ing rescue of four 
children and an 
adult caught in a 
powerful rip cur¬ 
rent. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened in Rest Bay on 
Saturday afternoon. 
Four children, aged from 
10 to 12, who were body 
boarding, got into diffi¬ 
culties and were initially 
assisted by a man who 
was also body boarding, 
but who then got into 
difficulties himself. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened at about 2pm as 
the tide was going out. 
Lifeguard Chris Page of 
the Rest Bay Lifeguard 
Club said: “The large 
surf had attracted a lot of 
surfers to the beach over 
the weekend. Many 
were novice surfers and 
body boarders who were 
unfamiliar with the 


strong currents we have 
here at Rest Bay. 

“Unfortunately, on 
Saturday, despite our use 
of signs and public 
address safety 

announcements, five 
people were unable to 
make their way back to 
shore against the cur¬ 
rent. 

“I initially spotted the 
children drifting towards 
the rocks and immedi¬ 
ately called for back-up 
before paddling out to 
them on a rescue board. 

“I supported two chil¬ 
dren on my board while 
volunteer lifeguards 
Rhys Breckon and 
Gareth S Davies paddled 
out to the two other chil¬ 
dren, bringing them 
back on rescue boards.” 

In the meantime, life¬ 
guard Rhys Brothers 
swam out to Chris with a 
rescue tube and was able 
to take the two children 
from him leaving Chris 
to paddle back out to the 
man who had initially

Police seek youths 


South Wales Police 
are appealing for 
witnesses, after a 
number of graves 
were desecrated at 
North Cornelly 
cemetery.

Club captain Gareth 
Davies praised the 
excellent team work dis¬ 
played by the lifeguards, 
as well as their fast reac¬ 
tions. 

“Rhys Brothers and 
Chris were both working 
as local authority profes¬ 
sional lifeguards, but 
Gareth and Rhys 
Breckon were both off 
duty local authority life¬ 
guards down on the 
beach as volunteers. 

“Thanks to the four 
lifeguards who were 
involved in the rescue, 
the four children and the 
man were all safely 
returned to the beach; 
but the most worrying 
thing is that these chil¬ 
dren were in the sea 
alone and really should 
have had adults with 
them.” 

Mr Davies urged visi¬ 
tors to the beach to pay 
attention to the safety 


signs and to only swim 
and surf in the designat¬ 
ed zones. He warned 
people to only visit 
beaches which have life¬ 
guards on duty. 

Although lifeguards 
asked the children to 
remain on the beach 
while they went back 
into the water to contin¬ 
ue the rescue, the chil¬ 
dren had gone when the 
lifeguards returned. 

“We have no idea 
where they were from,” 
added Mr Page. “But I 
do not think they were 
local children. It would 
have been nice to know 
who they were and 
where they were from.” 

There is a strong cur¬ 
rent at Rest Bay on an 
incoming tide in the 
direction of the town 
plus a rip current at the 
headland at Rest Bay 
present on both an 
incoming and outgoing 
tide. 

People going into the 
sea at Rest Bay are 
advised to stay directly 
in front of the lifeguard 
station, or on the golf 
club side of the beach 
until the tide has backed 
off from the headland. 


Historic 
site is 
again 
open to 
public 

ONE of Bridgend 
county borough’s 
historic sites has 
been re-opened to 
the public after 
eight years of clo¬ 
sure. 

Bedford Ironworks, in 
Cefn Cribwr, dates back 
to the 18th century and 
is both a scheduled 
ancient monument and a 
Grade II listed building. 

Owned by BCBC, it 
is considered to be one 
of the best preserved 
small ironworks in 
Britain and the interpre¬ 
tive boards throughout 
the site illustrate the 
harsh conditions endured 
by workers in the early 
days of the industrial 
revolution. 

Since it closed in 
2002, after health and 
safety concerns, the 
council has carried out 
extensive work to safe¬ 
guard the structure, and 
additional safety fencing 
has also been erected. 

The council has also 
worked closely with 
local historical group Y 
Cefn Gwyrdd which is 
now organising a cele¬ 
bration event to mark the 
reopening in July.

A Nantymoel couple 
who became 

involved in a coun¬ 
terfeit US dollars 
and Euro travellers 
cheque scam, have 
been jailed at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Michael Cavanagh 
(35) received eight 
months and Joanne 
Harry (27) was given 
four months. 

Both admitted using 
forged items with 
intent, and Harry 
admitted three charges 
of having the forged 
items with intent. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins said: “Such 
offences have an impact 
on commercial confi¬ 
dence.” 

Cavanagh, he added, 
was the more culpable 
of the two. 

Prosecutor Geoffrey 
Jones said that on 
December 5, Harry 
went to Nantymoel Post 
Office and attempted to

change 1,000 US dollars 
into sterling. 

The post mistress 
was wary and declined 
to carry out the trans¬ 
action. 

But Cavanagh tele¬ 
phoned her and insisted 
they be changed. 

Harry returned an 
hour later and left with 
£556. It was then dis¬ 
covered that the dollars 
were forged. 

Three days later, 
Harry tried to do the 
same thing at Bridgend 
Post Office using 1,500 
Euros in the form of 
travellers’ cheques. 

“But the astute clerk 
Mark Britton became 
suspicous, kept her 
there and called the 
police,” said Mr Jones. 

He said that if all the 
counterfeit items had 
been exchanged, they 
would have obtained 
£1,919. 

When arrested, the 


pair said they had 
obtained the forged 
items via an internet 
website, on condition 
that they returned the 
senders a percentage of 
the money they 
obtained. 

They told the police 
they suspected it was 
illegal and didn’t intend 
to repay the percentage. 

David Haynes, for 
Cavanagh, said he dis¬ 
covered the “undercov¬ 
er” website on his com¬ 
puter. 

“He acted in desper¬ 
ation and accepts how 
foolish he was. He can’t 
work because at the age 
of 29 he had a heart 
attack.” 

Alastair David, for 
Harry, said: “The 
forged items were of 
very low quality. The 
case has been a salutory 
lesson for her, a shop 
assistant.” 

The judge told the 
pair: “It was your joint 
intention to scam the 
scammers, and keep all 
the money.”

Why Rhoose is such a great 
place to live - and what 
makes it unique in Wales! 


THE village of 
Rhoose could be 
said to have ‘come 
of age’ in the last 
few years. 

After all, how many 
small communities in 
Britain can claim to pro¬ 
vide vital facilities such 
as hotels and a railway 
station for an internation¬ 
al airport? 

The train station,

“In fact, it was worse 
than closure - the station 
was torn down and the 
platforms, too. In 
Llantwit Major, the plat¬ 
forms were still there and 
just needed updating. 

“It meant Rhoose got 
two brand new platforms, 
and the day the station

was reopened was a his¬ 
toric day for the village. 

“We had a flypast of 
the Red Arrows, the 
Minister responsible, 
Andrew Davies, attended 
and youngsters from 
Rhws Primary School 
were there too.” 

Transport is one of 
Coun James’s passions - 
he is the chairman of 
SEWTA, the South East 
Wales Transport Alliance 
- and he is optimistic that 
the service on the Vale of 
Glamorgan line will see 
further improvements in 
years to come. 

“Currently, the service 


is hourly, but a £2million 
investment centred on 
improving Cogan junc¬ 
tion, which is a bottle¬ 
neck, should see a half 
hourly service by 2014.” 

But what of the shuttle 
service that runs from 
Rhoose Station to the air¬ 
port and is being axed? 

“I can say that there 
has been great progress 
in negotiations between 
the Vale Council, the 
Welsh Assembly and 
Cardiff Airport, and I’m 
optimistic there will be 
good news soon.” 

Coun James said the 
station was an important 
symbol for the communi¬ 
ty. “It recognised the 
importance of Rhoose to

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the airport, and that it 
was a significant com¬ 
munity in the Vale.” 

The village is also host 
to high-tech industrial 
concerns, such as British 
Airways maintenance 
and Barry College 
International Centre for 
Aerospace Training. 

Coun James said that 
it was hardly surprising 
that Rhoose had grown 
so much in recent years, 
because it has so many 
things going for it, and 
has a unique geographi¬ 
cal claim to fame.

- weather systems don’t 
seem to be as severe in 
Rhoose.

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THE BUZZ WORD IS BEES..! 



A t last, the 

seasonal sun¬ 
shine is 

bringing everything 
on - climbers need 
tying in , shrubs are 
sprouting new 
growth and 
seedlings are 
appearing, 
writes Hannah 
Stephenson 

But one of the most 
heartening aspects of 
spring is to hear the wel¬ 
coming sound of bees 
doing their important 
work in the garden. 

Perhaps we should all 
take a leaf out of Sarah 
Brown’s book. The for¬ 
mer Prime Minister’s 
wife installed two bam¬ 
boo bee boxes and a 
bumble bee house in the 
Downing Street garden, 
to give these beneficial 
insects somewhere safe 
to hibernate, while the 
gardeners at Number 10 
have planted bee-friend¬ 
ly borders. 

As regular readers of 
The gem’s ‘News From 
Fonmon Apiary ’ column 
will know, bee popula¬ 
tions in the UK are sadly 
declining. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of 
our wildflowers and 
crops. If they continue to 


disappear the plants will 
set less seed, resulting in 
sweeping changes to the 
countryside, according 
to the Bumblebee 
Conservation Trust. 

So, we need to do our 
bit in our own gardens 
and it is relatively easy 
to create a bee-friendly 
border. Bees need flow¬ 
ers from spring to 
autumn, but they have to 
be the right types of 
flowers. 

Exotic, highly culti¬ 
vated hybrid varieties 
are often lacking in 
pollen, while many pop¬ 
ular summer bedding 
choices, including 
pelargoniums, busy 
lizzies and begonias, are 
also of little benefit to 
the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage 
garden plants or wild¬ 
flowers rich in nectar, 
such as foxgloves, holly¬ 
hocks, lupins, lavender 
and catmint, verbascum, 
snapdragon and sedum, 
to attract them. 

Other great magnets 
for bees include thyme, 
heather, purple sage, 
sunflowers, honeysuckle. 
Verbena bonariensis, 
cranesbill geraniums and 
borage. Daisy-like 
blooms with big open 
flowers are often rich in 
nectar, so you can't go 
wrong with michaelmas

daisies, rudbeckias and 
asters. 

Wildflower choices 
might include poppies, 
mallow, ranunculus 
ficaria, salvia pratensis, 
knautia arvensis and 
Lamium purpureum, 
while bulbs such as alli¬ 
ums, crocus, snowdrop, 
grape hyacinth and 
Chionodoxa luciliae will 
all attract bees. 

Plant sweet peas 
alongside climbing 
beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees 
will be attracted to the 
sweetpea flowers and are 
then more likely to polli¬ 
nate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species 
differ in the length of 
their tongues, and as a 
result prefer different 
flowers, so it’s important 
to grow a range of dif¬ 
ferent things. 

Avoid elaborate dou¬ 
ble flowered varieties as 
some are bred without 
male and female parts, 
while others have so 
many petals, bees can’t 
reach the nectar and 
pollen to collect it. 

This is the main rea¬ 
son why single dahlias 
are popular with many 
bees, while doubles are 
frequently ignored. 

Design your garden so 
it offers a continuous 
succession of flowers 
providing nectar and 
pollen throughout the 
year, including some 
nectar-rich plants which 


flower early or late, such 
as winter aconites, 
which are a vital early 
source of nectar for bees 
emerging from hiberna¬ 
tion. 

If you want a change 
from a high-maintenance 
lawn, turn a section of it 
into a wildflower mead¬ 
ow, planting spring¬ 
flowering bulbs such as 
the snake's head fritillary 
and wildflowers such as 
the cowslip, ragged 
robin and wood 
anemone. 

You can still create an 
informal path through 
the area with your 
mower. 

If you grow the right 
plants, even in the small¬ 
est space, your garden 
should soon be buzzing 
with activity. 

Best of the bunch - 
Pulsatilla 

These pretty perennial 
alpine plants have fine, 
ferny foliage and large, 
silky flowers in shades 
of white, yellow, pink 
and purple, followed by 
round, fluffy seedheads. 

They are particularly 
good rockery plants, 
forming clumps which 
die down for winter, 
pushing up new crops of 
finely divided, silky 
leaves and buds in 
spring. 

Good enough to eat - 
Oriental mustards 

Give your salads a 
peppery kick by growing 
some easy Oriental mus¬ 


tards such as ‘Red 
Giant’ and ‘Pizzo’. 

Sow seeds thinly in 
drills 10cm apart from 
May to August where 
you want the crops to 
grow and then thin them 
out when they are big 
enough to 15-20cm (6- 
8in) apart. 

Red mustard (Chinese 
mustard ‘Red Giant’) 
has bronzy-red leaves, 
while mizuna (Japanese 
greens) has glossy, ser¬ 
rated, dark green leaves 
and narrow white stalks, 
looking good in flower 
beds and as edging. 

It’s best to pick the 
leaves young when they 
are pleasantly spicy 
rather than excessively 
hot when they mature. 

Chinese mustard is 
vigorous, adaptable and 
easy to grow in most 
soils. Keep plants water 
and well weeded, protect 
from slugs and snails 
and in the right condi¬ 
tions you should have 
crops within 30 days. 

Three ways to make 
the most of your veg 
plot. 

1. Sow quick-matur¬ 
ing crops such as lettuce 
and radishes little and 
often, so that you have a 
succession of produce 
throughout the season, 
rather than a glut. 

2. Plant fast-growing 
crops like lettuce and 
spinach between slower, 
bigger kinds such as 
Brussels sprouts and

winter cauliflower, so 
that you will have har¬ 
vested the quick-grow¬ 
ing crops by the time 
your slower-growing veg 
need more space. 

3. Re-use the space 
taken by crops sown 
early and harvested by 
midsummer. Early pota¬ 
toes, for instance, are 
ready for harvesting in 
June, so you could then 


plant frost-tender veg 
such as courgettes or 
Erench beans in the same 
spot. 

What to do this week 

Sow fast-maturing and 
late-flowering annuals, 
herbs and vegetables 
including parsnips, early 
carrots and runner 
beans. 

Begin to harden off 
summer bedding plants. 


checking the weather 
forecast regularly and 
protecting the plants with 
horticultural fleece if 
frost is forecast. 

Thin out hardy annual, 
vegetable and other 
seedlings sown outdoors. 

Water and feed newly- 
planted trees and shrubs. 

Prune spring-flower¬ 
ing clematis after flower¬ 
ing.

RESIDENTS in 
Bridgend county 
borough are being 
asked to rethink 
their rubbish from 
Monday, June 14 
when BCBC and its 
new partner, May 
Gurney, will collect 
waste and recycling 
in a new way. 

The range of waste 
which can be recycled 
has been hugely extend¬ 
ed and now includes all 
paper, cardboard, plas¬ 
tics, glass, tins, cans, tex¬ 
tiles and all food waste, 
even meat, fish and 
bones. 

“All recycling will be 
collected every week. 
Leftover, non-recyclable 
waste, which should now 
be reduced, can be put 
into landfill sacks to be 
collected fortnightly,” a 
spokeswoman stated. 

“Over the last few 
weeks, all of the bor¬ 
ough’s 60,000 house¬ 
holds should have 
received a letter, eight 
page booklet, and a ‘fre¬ 
quently asked questions’ 
leaflet explaining how 
the new initiative will 
work, plus a coloured 
calendar reminding resi¬ 
dents of their collection 
day,” she said. 

There had also been 
deliveries of additional 


recycling containers, 
including a blue sack for 
plastics and food waste 
boxes and caddies with 
compostable liners. 

Coun John Spanswick, 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munities at BCBC, said: 
“We have tried very hard 
to prepare residents for 
the new recycling and 
waste scheme and we 
hope that everyone will 
do their best to embrace 
this new initiative. 

“We would ask that 
residents check they have 
everything they need to 
start recycling more, 
including their two black 
boxes, their brown food 
waste bin and caddy, 
their blue sack and, of 
course, their reminder 
calendars. The calendars 
are important because 
some residents may find 


their collection days have 
changed. 

“We know that there 
will need to be adjust¬ 
ments to the way that 
people put out their 
waste and recycling from 
the middle of June, but 
the benefits to the envi¬ 
ronment will be fantastic, 
with much less going to 
landfill and much more 
being recycled so it can 
be reused for other mate¬ 
rials. 

“It’s taken three years 
of consultation with resi¬ 
dents’ groups, industry 
and experts, comparisons 
with other councils, then 
six months of awareness 
raising to get to this 
stage, but I’m confident 
we are ready. I’m really 
appealing to household¬ 
ers to get ready too and to 
be positive about what 


we are trying to do for 
them, their families, and 
ultimately for future gen¬ 
erations.”

If you visit 
places like Glastonbury 
and Tintagel, you see 
that there’s a Wge spin 
off for shops, restau¬ 
rants, pubs and hotels. 

“People flock to these 
places, drawn by the lure 
of this mystical king. 


“Arthur resonates 
down the ages with the 
tales of the Knights of 
the Round Table and the 
legend of Camelot. 

“I believe that we 
have a much stronger 
historic claim to Arthur 
than these West Country 
places where the evi¬ 
dence is very flimsy, to 
say the least.” 

Former Mayor 
Russell Downe is anoth¬ 
er who has expressed 
strong views about the 
town’s history and her¬ 
itage. 

He said: “We have 


enough evidence, in my 
view, for claiming that 
Arthur was bom here, as 
there are the mins of a 
palace which date from 
that period. 

Ancient Welsh histo¬ 
ries claimed that Arthur 
was born in Llantwit and 
as Illtyd belonged to the 
same royal family, it 
seems very likely that 
there is a strong connec¬ 
tion. 

“I also understand that 
the historians Alan 
Wilson and Baram 
Blackett, who have 
unearthed so much evi¬ 
dence, believe that 
Camelot was nearby. 

“If we can establish a 


convincing case for this, 
Llantwit would become 
a centre for Arthurian 
scholars, as well as for 
those people who enjoy 
the stories. 

“The romance of King 
Arthur still casts a magic 
spell over people hun¬ 
dreds of years after he 
lived. 

“We all know of 
Excalibur, Camelot and 
the lady of the lake - it’s 
part of Western culture.” 

Mrs Moisan said that 
a meeting would be 
called in July about how 
the scheme was pro¬ 
gressing. 

“This has grown out 
of the e-trails project but 


it is so much bigger 
now. We hope to get 
Visit Wales on board so 
that Llantwit can be 
properly promoted for 
the good of everyone 
living her, including the 
businesses. 

“We could set up an 
Arthur trail, publish 
some information 
leaflets and even have an 
Arthur heritage centre 
which people could visit.

Is the Vale watching 
and waiting for World 
Cup drama to unfold? 


T here are 
just a few 
hours to go 
now before the 
world’s second 
largest sporting 
event kicks off in 
South Africa. 

The managers have 
put their squads together 
and teams have played 
their final warm-up 
friendly matches across 
the world. This will also 
be the first time FIFA has 
staged the event on the 
continent of Africa. 

Now there will be 
those of you reading this 
saying: “Oh, no, a whole 
month of our television 
screens plastered with 
football!” 

To you we say, yes 
that is true, there will be 
wall-to-wall football. 
However, football in 
recent years, due to rule 
changes and the fact that 
it has become far more of 
an entertainment indus¬ 
try, is much more appeal¬ 
ing. 

More goals, more 
attacking styles of play; 
have led to a rollercoaster 
of emotions for fans and 
players alike. Just take 
what happened to Cardiff 
City and their fans over 


the last few weeks in the 
play-offs as an example!

They are not quite the 
same flamboyant team as 
the 1970 squad of Pele 
and Co, but contain the 
likes of Kaka, Robinho 
and Lucio. They are a 
solid outfit on paper, very 
difficult to beat and full 
of attacking flair. 

Impossible to beat? 
Well, just take a look at 
what happened to 
Barcelona in the 
Champions League, 
arguably the best club 
team in the world, 
packed full of interna¬ 
tional superstars, KO’d 
by Inter Milan! 

As the tournament gets 
started on June 11 and 
the group stages begin, 
what games should you 
watch to enter into the 
spirit? Where are there 
likely to be upsets and

who of the underdogs 
might upset the big 
teams? 

Check out Group D 
matches involving 
Germany, Serbia, Ghana 
and Austraha; Group G 
matches between Brazil, 
Portugal and Ivory Coast; 
Group C match England 
and U.S.A; Group B 
match Argentina and 
Nigeria. 

Lastly, keep an eye on 
the hosts in Group A, 
South Africa - up against 
France. Playing as host 
country, has in the past 
always proved to be a 
huge advantage; you only 
have to remember the 
minnows of South Korea 
making it all the way to a 
semi-final eight years 
ago. 

So, the time is fast 
approaching to grab hold 
of your wall chart and 
get the office sweep stake 
sorted! Get down to 
your local pub or club for 
some widescreen action. 
Keep your diary updated 
and plan your viewing. 
There will be some great 
football played, especial¬ 
ly in the later stages.

T here is (not 
for the first 
time) a lack 
of Welsh involve¬ 
ment in the world’s 
top footballing 
occasion. 

So, are pulses racing 
here at the prospect of 
watching England take 
on the world’s best? 

After all, the World 
Cup always is a football 
sporting sensation, the 
build-up has been 
intense, and it has been 
constantly in the sport¬ 
ing spotlight over the 
last few weeks... 

Even though Wales is 
regarded as a rugby 
nation, the whiff of com¬ 
petition and the potential 
for an entertaining game 
should bring people 
together in front of the 
flatscreen television, or 
at their local pub. 

The GEM was out on 
the streets, trying to 
gauge feelings in the 
area, and seeing if plans 
were being made for the 
next four weeks. Who 
will be watching who - 
and where?

However, Gallon’s 
Barbers over in Llantwit 
believed Brazil and 
Germany (as in ‘never 
write off the Germans’) 
should also be added to 
the top group. 

There was also men¬ 
tion of Holland and The 
Ivory Coast (despite 
Didier’s elbow!) from 
other avid supporters. 

Gerry Flemming and 
Colin Hetton were chat¬ 
ting back in Cowbridge 
about supporting 
England, even though

home or sneeking a peek 
while they would work¬ 
ing at the restaurant.

(South Africa v Mexico) 
saying “it would be a 
lovely game.” 

Given all the banter. 
The GEM asked if the 
rivalry, high spirits and 
the influence of alcohol 
could spill over into 
trouble on the streets in 
the Vale. 

However, among the 
people we spoke to, the 
general consensus 
seemed to be that any 
troublesome behaviour 
would be mild.

GEM reporter Philip 
Irwin (speaking entirely 
for himself) said that he 
could never understand 
it when Welsh people 
declined to support 
England.

THILE 
most will 
probably 
know him as 
Mickey, Rose’s 
on/off boyfriend in 
Dr Who, Noel 
Clarke has proven 
to be more than 
just a footnote in 
cult TV history. 

In 2006, Clarke wrote 
the acerbic Kidulthood, 
a film that showed just 
how gritty and troubling 
life on Britain’s streets 
could be, before return¬ 
ing two years later with 
Adulthood, a film 
Clarke also directed as 
well as writing. 

Critically acclaimed, 
Clarke has since made 
low-key turns in the 
likes of Doghouse and 


with far more scope and 
detail than his earlier 
scripts. 

It is a film that takes 
the starting point of the 
lives of these four girls 
and attempts to do

just a pretty face in her 
segment, showing both 
a light comedic touch 
and a sense for the dra¬ 
matic, her strand, set in 
New York, both funny 
and also somewhat trag¬ 
ic, and Egerton’s per¬ 
formance plays a big 
part in making it as 
good as it is. 

Emma Roberts (niece

out of control, with all 
them having to face up 
to some harsh truths as 
things get more difficult 
for them... 

Since making his 
writing debut with 
Kidulthood, Noel Clarke 
has been developing as 
one of the voices of 
urban Britain on film. 

His first two works 
both shone a light on 
the Britain many of us 
glimpse in the papers, 
full of knife crime, drug 
dealing and disenfran¬ 
chised youths and the 
lives they lead either by 
choice or necessity. 

While both films con¬ 
centrated on gritty 
worlds, they were both 
shot through with a 
verve and spark that 
very few filmmakers, 
British or otherwise, are 
producing at present. 

Obviously Clarke 
holds no desire to be the 
poster boy for gritty 
Britain, so his latest 
foray is film that is 
decidedly American in 
influence, yet with a 
unique British flavour; 
it is also a case of ambi¬ 
tion outstripping ability, 
though 4.3.2.1 should 
hardly be criticised for 
that. 

Pulling duty and a 
half, having written and 
co-directed it, the film 
has all the fingerprints 
of Clarke’s work thus 
far - smart dialogue, a 
tendency to be overtly 
‘street’, characters that 
feel real and palpable - 


while the film’s denoue¬ 
ment is a bit of a damp 
squib, the conclusion 
failing to satisfy the 
demands of the build¬ 
up. 

His direction, along 
with Mark Davis, 
matches the script’s 
pacey nature and coats 
both London and New 
York in a stylish sheen 
while catching the dark¬ 
ness of the cities, 
reflecting the mentali¬ 
ties of those living in 
them. 

Once again, Clarke 
and Davis show ambi¬ 
tion in the way they 
shoot the film, with the 
look glossy without 
being too neat, the pair 
doing a good attempt at 
capturing city life in a 
vibrant way. 

They are also clever 
in their use of the split 
narrative, giving each 
segment a style of its 
own that fits together 
superbly well, while the 
visual identity is strong. 

Considering the gene¬ 
sis of 4.3.2.1 was a cri¬ 
tique of Clarke’s sup¬ 
posed inability to write 
women well, he doesn’t 
do a bad job with the 
central foursome, aided 
by some lively and cap¬ 
tivating performances. 

Ophelia Lovibond 
starts things off with a 
strong performance, the 
actress capturing the 
turmoil of a character 
facing massive 
upheavals while only 
just hinting at the dam¬ 


spiking scenes in recent 
memory) to her outward 
attitude concealing a 
need to feel loved by 
her step-father, Warren- 
Markland’s performance 
hits the spot and person¬ 
ifies the swagger and 
attitude Clarke is look¬ 
ing for. 

With some nice 
smaller roles for the 
likes of Clarke himself, 
Sean Pertwee, Ben 
Miller and Mandy 
Patinkin, Clarke has 
certainly shown he can 
pull together a fine cast 
that do a great job, and 
that a little ambition in 
a British filmmaker is a 
wonderful thing to see. 

It is an ambition that 
doesn’t quite manage to 
make it all the way 
through, the film some¬ 
what running out of puff 
before the finale, while 
the frenetic pace allows 
little in the way of 
reflection, the moments 
getting lost amongst the 
fast cuts. 

But in spite of all 
that, Clarke should be 
thoroughly commended 
for thinking outside the 
box and announcing 
himself as a filmmaker 
to watch; 4.3.2.1 may 
be a little lacking, but 
its attempts at trying to 
more than just another 
British movie are more 
than worthy of praise. 

VERDICT - Another 
solid outing from 
writer/co-director Noel 
Clarke, 4.3.2.1 is sassy 
film powered by four 
very good leading ladies 
and a script that goes 
far beyond what you

Paddle steamers recall 
heroic Dunkirk rescue 


THE paddle steam¬ 
ers Waverley and 
Balmoral are taking 
part in the 70th 
anniversary of 
Dunkirk, with spe¬ 
cial sailings until 
June 19. 

Paddle steamers 
played a vital role in 
both World Wars as 
minesweepers and 
Waverley was built to 
replace the original 
Waverley paddle steam¬ 
er, which fought her way 
out of Dunkirk, only to 
be lost in the English 
Channel on her way 
back to Britain. 

The Dunkirk evacua¬ 


tion took place in the 
spring of 1940 from 
May 27 to June 4. On 
May 29, Waverley was 
preparing to leave the 
beaches at La Panne 
with some 600 troops 
aboard. 

The ship was under 
steady attack by German 
aircraft and fought 
valiantly, but with air 
attacks increasing as she 
tried to escape, a near 
miss disabled her rudder 
and she became a sitting 
target. 

She was hit by two 
bombs and began to 
sink. Three hundred 
troops and sailors lost 
their lives. The anniver¬ 


sary was commemorated 
on board Waverley on 
June 8. 

Sailing almost daily 
until June 19, passengers 
can step aboard 
Waverley at Penarth Pier 
for a cruise to the Devon 
seaside town of 
Ilfracombe, or continue 
on to Lundy Island, the 
well-known nature 
reserve.

W ARREN 

GATLAND’s 
candid post¬ 
match summing up said it 
all: ^Tn the opening 25 
minutes, we were clinical, 
accurate and 16-3 up - and 
then we caught some sort 
of disease. I don't know 
what it is...’’ 

The bewildered head 
coach was not the only one 
among the 60,000-strong 
crowd to scratch his head in 
exasperation, after watching 
stop-go Wales spurn a real 
opportunity to record only a 
second victory in 104 years 
over South Africa, at a sun¬ 
bathed Millennium Stadium 
on Saturday. 

In the first quarter, histo¬ 
ry seemed there for the mak¬ 
ing, with Wales for once 
coming out of the starting 
blocks in commendably 
determined style and rocking 
the unfamiliar-looking 
Springbok line-up back on 
their heels. 

The pressure reaped divi¬ 
dends, with a drop goal and 
superb breakaway try by 
James Hook, which was con¬ 
verted by Stephen Jones, 
who also landed two penal¬ 
ties. 

At that point, the world 
champions, minus many of 
their first choice personnel, 
were struggling to establish 
cohesion, and able only to 
muster a single penalty in 
reply. 

At 16-3, Wales had the 
vital early platform they 
needed on which to build a 
morale-boosting win over 
rattled opponents who were 
patently at sixes and sevens. 

Tellingly, while Kiwis, 
Wallabies and Springboks in 
this situation would have 
gone on to ruthlessly ram 
home their advantage, once 
again the Dragon’s fire was 
doused more by their own 
basic shortcomings in both 
set piece and loose, than by 
superior opposition. 

The self-inflicted rot 
inevitably started with the 
all too familiar sight of a 
chronically misfiring Welsh 
lineout, which again began 
to resemble rugby’s frenetic 
version of musical chairs

ed jumper is a minor miracle 
in itself!). 

It quickly spread to the 
equally-crucial breakdown 
area, with lost possession 
and a string of penalties con¬ 
ceded, as the pendulum 
began to swing against 
Wales. 

Assisted by precise kicking 
out of hand by fly-half Ruan 
Pienaar (who also struck 
three penalties) and an 
impressive try. South Africa 
clawed their way back to go 
into the interval just two 
points behind at 16-14. 

Within two minutes of the 
restart, the visitors went 
ahead with a converted try; 
Stephen Jones reduced 
arrears with a penalty, but 
the so-called makeshift 
Springboks then asserted 
their pedigree with another 
penalty and converted try to 
stretch their lead to 19-31. 

To their credit, Welsh 
heads did not drop and in 
fact they scored an excellent 
try of their own, finished off 
with aplomb in the corner by 
Porthcawl youngster Tom 
Prydie. 

The home team now need¬ 
ing just a converted try to 
secure a draw at least. 

Even though South Africa 
promptly restored their 10- 
point lead with yet another 
penalty, battling Wales still 
refused to throw in the towel 
and their all-out effort was 
rewarded when replacement 
lock Alun Wyn Jones barged 
over for a last-minute try, 
converted by the ever-reli- 


able Stephen Jones. 

It was all too late, howev¬ 
er, with the referee’s whistle 
calling time on an agonising¬ 
ly narrow 34-31 win to South 
Africa, their 22nd in 24 
encounters between the two 
countries. 

At the end, Gatland’s frus¬ 
tration with his charges was 
palpable, for more than any¬ 
one the New Zealander knew 
this was a unique opportuni¬ 
ty lost to gain an edge over 
depleted opponents whom 
Wales will next face in the 
opening round of the Rugby 
World Cup. 

While yet again, Welsh 
effort could not be faulted, 
the reality is that the 
Springboks side they meet 
then will be a much mightier 
force than the thrown- 
together team they failed to 
overcome on Saturday. 

The trenchant after-match 
comments by opposing skip¬ 
per John Smit put the result 
in a sobering context: “7 
thought we were pretty ordi¬ 
nary... but we got what we 
wanted. It’s good to know you 
have these guys to fall back on 
when people are out through 
poor form or injury...” 

Wales, likewise, would 
happily have settled for a 
morale-boosting three-point 
win before setting off for two 
demanding tests in New 
Zealand - but that was not 
to be. 

In truth, though, of far 
more pressing concern to the 
coaches should be the costly 
failings in execution and dis¬ 
cipline, both up front and 
behind, that all too often 
hand the initiative to oppo¬ 
nents and prevent the squad 
fulfilling their primary goal 
- precision and consistency 
from first to last whistle. 

Unless these issues are 
finally resolved, it is difficult 
to see how this undoubtedly 
improving Welsh squad can 
realistically hope to break 
out of rugby’s ‘second divi¬ 
sion’ and into the top five in 
time for the ultimate test - 
next year’s World Cup. 

Meanwhile, more immedi¬ 
ately, the formidable All 
Blacks lie in wait, and they 
will have far more demanding 
questions for Gatland’s men 
to answer.
